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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that in the cited reference, 
specifically Tuomela, the receiving party's equipement simply consults the shared server, to obtain information, in the process of taking any 
one of the various possible actions for responding to the calling party. Consequently, continue applicants, all of the decision-making 
process, in response to the incoming call from the calling party, is performed by the receiving party's equipment contrary to the claimed 
subject matter in which the action is taken at the calling party. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. As previously disclosed in the previous Advisory Action, Tuomela disclosed a shared server wherein 
context information is stored. Having the context information stored in the shared server, automatic operation cannot be accomplished at 
the receiving party. And decision regarding the receiving party is made in direct relation to the information obtained from the shared server, 
as further evidenced by paragraphs 23, when the shared server is used, the receiving party's telephone equipment does not ring, which 
would indicate that the receiving party that the automatic operation is not accomplished at the receiving party. 

Furthermore, Tuomela discloses a shared server where context information is stored. And whenver a calling party attempts to communicate 
with a receiving party, context information is obtained from the shared server. The context information indicates the receiving party's 
activity, place or location and/or environment, and based on that information a decision is made by the calling party (see paragraphs 10, 19, 
23, 24-33). As can be appreciated from the above disclosure, the calling party is the one that make the final decision regarding whether to 
leave a message or have the call go through. 
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
